FAMOUS TEXAS AGGIE COFFEE CUP, WITH THE HANDLE INSIDE! 
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“SHAW; W9CI, SILENT KEY 


Peoria's pioneer radioman, Eric G, Shalkhauser, W9CI, of 
527 Spring Creek Road, Washington, IL, maker of wireless 
history since 1910, died at 10:05 p.m. Sunday, June 12, 
1983, at the Proctor Hospital. He was 90 on June l, less 
than a decade of being a full century old. 


In amateur radio history, he is most well known for his 
design and manufacture of the famous RME-69 short wave ham 
receiver which was the first directly panel-switchable band 
changing unit which eliminated the task of plug-in coils. 
He was the president of the Radio Manufacturing Engineers, 
Inc., a nationally known firm which was honored for out- 
standing contributions to the war effort. He operated this 
Company from 1933 to 1954. 


"Shaw'' operated his spark transmitter in the Presidential 
Relays of 1916 from the Savannah (IL) Ordnance Depot. He 
was a veteran of the Army, World War I and a member of AARP 
Peoria Chapter 10. 


In the summer of 1922, "Shaw'' built station WFAP which 
was operated by the Peoria Journal and himself. WMBD began 
in 1927 and was for several years Peoria's only radio 
broadcasting station. He designed and built a broadcast 
station for the Eureka College of Eureka, Illinois (east of 
Peoria) and had to return several times a week to operate 
it because there were no licensed operators available. 

This is the college where President Ronald Reagan went to 
school and probably was an announcer at the AM outlet. 


Born in Hillside, South Dakota, in 1893, Shalkhauser be- 
gan his professional career as a public school teacher in 
Sterling, Nebraska, in 1915. He married Emma Bergstraesser 
on January 1, 1919, and moved to Chicago to work for the 
Western Electric Company for two years. They moved to 
Peoria and to Bradley University to stay until 1928, where 
he served as an instructor of physics and electricity and 
operated WBAE while developing WJAN. From 1929 to 1932, he 
worked as sound recording engineer for the former C. L. 
Vernard Studios. 


In 1955, after he had sold RME, Inc., to Electro Voice Co. 
he went back to school and rejoined Bradley faculty in 1956 
He retired at the age of 76. '"'Shaw!'' belonged to the Radio 
Club of America as a Fellow; Quarter Century Wireless 
Association, Inc.; Society of Wireless Pioneers; The ARRL; 
Antique Radio Club of America and was named National Ham of 
the Year in Dayton, 3 years ago. He is survived by three 
daughters and his wife, Emma. - Ero, KA9DYS -

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CANADIAN LICENSING POLICY WITH RESPECT TO AMATEUR RADIO 
By Robert W. Phillips, VE2EY 


There are three classes of Amateur Licenses in Canada. It 
is not an easy matter to obtain any of them. They are des- 
cribed as follows: 


1) AMATEUR CERTIFICATE....requirements are for 10 WPM 
with a maximum of 5 errors in three minutes of copy. 
Theory examination covers all facets of radio-commu- 
nication. It is not difficult, but requires a good 
club course of instruction or intensive personal 
study. The examination is essay type and requires 
about 90 minutes to complete. NO PHONE OPERATION IS 
PERMITTED BELOW 28 MHz, 


2) ADVANCED CLASS AMATEUR LICENSE....requirement is for 
15 WPM code examination with a maximum of 5 errors 
in three minutes of copy. Theory covers the whole 
scope of communications including complete descrip- 
tion of operating principle of specific equipments 
and appropriate electronic knowledge and mathematics. 
It requires approximately 90 minures and an essay 
type examination. ALL PHONE PRIVILEGES ON HF, 


3) DIGITAL LICENSE....requirement NO CODE KNOWLEDGE IS 
NECESSARY. The examination is quite difficult and 
requires the same examination as for the ADVANCED 
CLASS LICENSE and, in addition, an in-depth examina- 
tion on digital technology. The essay type of exam- 
ination requires 3 hours. OPERATION ON 144 MHz and 
above. 


Each of the above classes of License require an examination 
covering the Regulations from the Canadian Radio Act as it 
pertains to the Amateur Radio Service. 


The DIGITAL LICENSEE may acquire HF phone privileges by 
passing a 15 WPM code test. 


THOUGHTS ON CANADIAN NO-CODE EXAMINATION & LICENSING 


a ee 

The following material has been gleaned from discussions 
with many old-time Canadian amateurs and many not-so-old 
timers too, in this area. | find that they all seem to 
have essentially the same opinions. My impressions of 
their thoughts on the matter follows: 


1) The amateurs who have passed the Canadian Digital 
license requirements*, have to be serious and knowl- 
egeable to pass these difficult exams and are welcome 
to the privilege of operating 144 MHz and above with- 
out code knowledge. 


A small percentage of those polled felt that anyone 
eager enough. to pass the difficult Digital exams would 
have very little difficulty passing a 10 WPM code test. 


When discussing this matter with our local Department 
of Commerce Inspectors, they have had no difficulty 
with the few persons who have obtained this Digital 
License. Up to now they have only examined 3 or 4 

in a year, in this area. One inspector said a Digi- 
tal man would never use code if he passed it. He goes 
right into ''packet'' or similar operation. 


2) Canadian amateurs expressed some apprehension with 
what might happen if the FCC gets too lenient with no- 
code licensing. We all recall the nightmare started 
by commercial lobbying for a no-exam (CB-GRS) band... 
to make some dollars...that spread to Canada and else- 
where with effects we are all aware of. This ona 
frequency which invades other countries air-waves. 


We would be very unhappy to see no-code easy-licensing 
in HF bands. The air-waves are not the property of 
only the big powers, ‘therefore the HF bands should be 
carefully regulated (not de-regulated) so as to insure 
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the least possible International interference on these 


frequencies. 


It was felt by many that anyone operating on HF below 
50 MHz should be able to copy slow code, at least to 
the extent of knowing when they are requested to get 
off the air because of some distress signal or seri- 
ous emergency. 


3) We find quite a number of very good and disciplined 
new operators who have studied hard and have passed 
the written exams and the 10 WPM code to get their 
amateur certificate. A large majority of them seem 
to be ex-CB men and women. 


4) In summing up, the Canadian feeling seems to be..... 
"Easy Come - Easy Go''....if it's not worth working for 
the likelihood is that it will not be appreciated.

We have all seen and are familiar with common bugs like 
Vibroplex, McElroy and SPEED-X. These firms and dozens of 
others used the conventional Martin/Vibroplex design. The 
majority of all semi-automatic keys made could pass for a 
"Chinese copy'' of. the Vibroplex. Yet, there were a number 
of firms that manufactured bugs different from the conven- 
tional design. 


Some were radically different and some only slightly dif- 
ferent. There are reasons for both kinds of differences. 
First, Horace G. Martin of Vibroplex had patented his de- 
sign and was protected until the patents ran out in the 
early 20s. So,...any bug made before this time had to be 
different enough to be patented and legal. (There were in 
fact many, many bugs made illegally using the Martin de- 
sign. That is another story all its own.) After the 
Martin patents ran out, anyone could make bugs using the 
Martin design. From this point in time, bugs that were 
different represented an improvement, special feature 
or sales gimmick. 


Let's take a look at some of the more interesting oddball 
bugs,starting with the older ones and ending up with a post 
WWII model. 


The Mecograph company of Cleveland, Ohio seems to have 
been the first to beat the Martin patents. The Martin pat- 
ents were based on the principle of the vibrating pendulum 
creating dots by putting tension on the spring. The Meco- 
graph design made dots by releasing tension on the spring. 
The speed of the dots was controlled by adjusting the ful- 
crum point of the pendulum spring, rather than the conven- 
tional method of sliding weights up and down the pendulum. 
The weights on the Mecrograph were not moveable. Mecograph 
made many bugs and gave Vibroplex quite a bit of competi- 
tion. Vibroplex bought them out in 1913. 


The R. L. Boulter Company of Los Angeles was also able to 
beat the Martin Patent with a slightly different pendulum 
design. They were issued patents in 1914 and 1916. The 
first of four models is shown in figure 2.. They also were 
eventually bought out by Vibroplex. It is interesting to 
note that several of the features of the Boulter, the yoke 
and the flat pendulum, were incorporated into the design of 
the Vibroplex Lightning Bug (introduced in 1926 as the #6 
model). 


The Lytle Triplex, made by the Philadelphia Thermometer 
Instrument Co. was really a novel design. The central 
mechanism could be rotated about its axis. This feature 
enabled the Triplex to be used as a right hand bug or if 
rotated 180 degrees. it could be used as a left hand bug. 
There was also a set of contacts on the base under the lev- 
ver so that if rotated 90 degrees, the bug could be used as 
a hand key. Its name was derived from the fact that it 
could be used three ways. This bug was introduced in 1922, 
See figures 3a, 3b and 3c. 


The Ultimate Transmitter Co. of Los Angeles made a line 
of small portable bugs. They were called '73' keys because 
of the numbers appearing on the nameplate. The basic de- 
sign came from a railroad wirechief. The 1927 model is 
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NEAL MC EWEN, K5RW 
shown in figures 4 and 5. These bugs were compact, meas~ 
uring only 3 1/2'' by 2 1/4"'. All of the moving parts were 
protected by a cover. The only parts protruding were the 
finger pieces and the circuit closing lever. The top came 
off for adjustments and could be locked on with a small 
key. These instruments were popular with telegraphers that 
carried their own key to jobs away from a telegraph office, 
such as coverage of baseball games and prizefights. 


The Melehan Valiant was introduced in 1939 by Melvin E. 
Hansen, W6MFY. This was a fully automatic key. There are 
two pendulums,...one for dots and one for dashes. The dash 
pendulum had a low resonant frequency and the contact 
spring had plenty of give so that accurate dashes could be 
made. These keys were made in Hansen's bedroom machine 
shop. The 400 or so of these bugs that were made went 
mostly to friends or to people that heard his fist on the 
air and wanted to have a key like his. (Hansen's house was 
situated in an oilfield between two derricks from which he 
suspended his antenna. Needless to say, he put out a heal- 
thy signal. So his fist did not go unnoticed.) Some mo- 
dels of the Valiant bear Hansen's name and that of a 
Schultz Tool and Machine Mfg. Co. of Anaheim, California. 
Evidently he had help with some of the keys. These mon- 
sters were made until approximately 1950. Because of the 
unusual design, see figure 6, they are quite popular among 
collectors. 


Although of conventional design, the Radio Speed Key, 
made by the Electric Specialty Mfg. Co. of Cedar Rapids, 
lowa, bears mention. It was the only bug ever sold in kit 
form. See figure 7. The basic kit was priced at $2.89 
postpaid in 1939. The bug featured a damper made of rub- 
ber. A more expensive model for the professional telegra- 
pher was also available. 


One of the last to enter the declining bug market was B. 
H. Breedlove. He advertised the Codetrol in QST in 1950 and 
1951. The Codetrol was a right-angle conventional pendulum 
design. The assembly was enclosed for dust and mechanical 
protection, and all adjustments could be made from the 
front. See figure 8. This was indeed a very fine instru- 
ment,...one of the best semi-automatics keys ever made. 

Had it hit the market twenty or thirty years earlier, it 
would have been very popular. (After WWII electronic key- 
ers started to appear. Fewer and fewer bugs were being 
bought not only because of the keyers, but because technol- 
ogy had replaced the need for telegraph and radiotelegraph 
professionals.) 


Well, there we have a look at some of the oddball bugs. 
There were quite a few more, but space does not permit us 
to show them all here. There are probably many more odd- 
balls that collectors have not yet uncovered,...in 
literature or in attics!!i!

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CODELESS LICENSING, COMMENTS AND SUGGESTIONS 


by Fred L. Coates, PY8ZLC 


"CW is as much a part of ham radio as is Ohm's Law. As an 
old-timer, I am reluctant to see a codeless grade of li- 
cense. Code has proven many times its value in emergencies 
where equipment or propagation limitations otherwise gar- 
bled or prevented communication, 


A person who speaks more than one language is more adapta- 
ble than a person speaking only one language. It would 
seem that a person who speaks code has capabilities not 
possessed by one who does not. CW enhances the art of ham 
radio - makes a distinctive contribution to ability to 
communicate, not only amongst those speaking the same lan- 
guage, but universally among those without a common lan- 
guage where speech accents degrade understanding. The 
common denominator is CW...it is a pleasurable, useful and 
important talent. 


On the other hand, I am not so naive as to believe that 
code is an absolute adjunct to the pursuit of ham radio. 
According to the proponents of codeless license, there ex- 
ists a large group with commensurate technological exper- 
tiese, eager to join, but who either cannot or will not 
learn the code. I would recognize this exaulted group and 
welcome them to ham radio, provided the license test was 
equivalent in scope to that of extra-class, less a code 
test....grant full phone frequencies, even as extra class. 
This would also open up all general and advanced amateurs 
the same class of license, granting full phone frequencies 
plus those CW frequencies already qualified for. 


Thus, no one would be given something for nothing--every 
one would have exactly what he had earned. Opponents of a 
codeless examination warn of a certain undesirable element 
being given an open gate to hamdom, but this group might 
be assuaged by the high level and scope of the exam. What 
could be simpler?" 


Those are my feelings and I hope you don't miss the tongue 
in cheek attitude. My heart says keep ‘em out and my head 
says let them earn their way in. lig ae

WIRELESS BETWEEN THE WARS — 


Vil 


BY KEITH STREET, G3DKS 


In 1935, in Egypt, we felt rather close to what was hap- 
pening to the South, in Abyssinia, where Mussolini had 
launched an invasion, with the idea of adding Abyssinia, 
Eritrea and much of the desert thereabouts to Italian 
Somalia, thus starting to rebuild the Roman Empire in 
Africa. To us, military types, this appeared quite danger- 
ous and, in view of the then imminent formation of the 
Rome-Berlin Axis, foreshadowed the outbreak of World War 2. 
Having no great opinion of the military capabilities of the 
Italians, we thought that these adventures should be stop- 
ped right away, and believed that we had the Forces in 
Egypt to do just that. However, the politicians in England 
and at the League of Nations at Geneva kept on talking and 
things just got worse and worse to the South. 


Eventually, we were permitted to send to Abyssinia a 
"minimum intelligence-gathering unit'! which should "'avoid 
confrontation at all costs''. Clearly, signal communica- 
tions would be needed, and, to cut a long and rather pathet- 
ic story short, | gathered together an aircraft-type trans- 
ceiver (about 40 watts CW), motor generator power supplies, 
batteries, a portable generator, wire and masts, etc., etc, 
and embarked on a convenient RN battleship, which was stand- 
ing by in Alexandria, with this equipment. - We traversed 
the Suez Canal and the Red Sea, preceded and followed by 
several destroyers. During the voyage, we followed as. 
closely as possible an Italian "'aircraft carrier" - a 
strange ship, converted from a merchantman, which carried 
at its stern what looked like a huge venetian blind: this 
device could be rolled out astern, and seaplanes landed on 
it, to be hoisted aboard the ship by crane. This ship did 
not exercise its aircraft during the journey, and eventually 
flew them off upon arrival at Berbera. We kept close to 
them as far as Djibouti, and (under a broad naval inter- 
pretation of '"'no confrontation''), enlivened their journey 
by training HMS Barham's 15-inch guns upon them all the 
time. Although the guns were of course never fired, it was 
the sailors’ opinion that there was not a dry pair of pants 
aboard the carrier! 


From Djibouti, | made my way by very dusty truck to Addis 
Abbaba and the British Embassy. There | found a whole 
posse of "war correspondents'' from practically every news- 
paper in Europe, a very small "military contingent" (3 
people) and what seemed to be a dead scared bunch of civil- 
ian officials. 


These last were horrified at the thought of a military 
wireless station on their premises, and after much argument, 
| eventually set up a ''hidden'' station in a huge tree about 
150 yards from the buildings. A rope ladder gave access to 
the platform where the equipment rested, and for aerials | 
made two simple dipoles, fed by delta-matched open-wire 
feeders ("coax'' of course had not yet been thought of): 
antenna was for the day frequency around 13 Mc/s, and the 
other one for night use on about 6 Mc/s. Batteries were 
charged in the nearby buildings, and |! greatly restricted 
their use, mainly because they had to be carried up the 
tree, and also because there was, in fact, little traffic - 
at least at first; then the British war correspondents dis- 
covered that | could raise the main station at Ismailia, in 
Egypt at any time, and through Ismailia, London could be 
reached. So they started begging me to send their reports 
on a semi-official basis: since they seemed to control the 
local beer supply, cooperation seemed indicated. Actually, 
this was quite useful from an intelligence viewpoint, since 
the correspondents (a truly wild, but pretty gung-ho bunch) 
really knew what was going on. One constant problem for 
them was the scale and intensity of the rumors flying about 
concerning the war, made worse by their sensation-seeking 
editors, who kept sending cables ordering investigations 
of atrocities which never took place. For example, a very 
persistent rumor said that the civilian hospital at Addis 
Abbaba had suffered a severe bombing raid, with several 
British nurses killed. | sent several messages. saying 


one 
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"Your so-and-so today no bombing (rpt) no bombing here 
hospital and nurses unupblown!''! On the other hand, the 
people in London did not seem to believe our true reports 
about what was really going on, which in fact was not much. 
Although armed. with machine-guns and a few tanks, the Ital- 
ians advanced very slowly against the native troops armed 
with bows~and-arrows, spears and slingshots. However, 
these Abyssinians were very fierce in defense of their home- 
land, and had never heard of the niceties of the Geneva 
Convention - hence Italian morale was not of the highest, 
especially since most of: them didn't want to be there at 
all. One of the British journalists was the late Evelyn 
Waugh, who later wrote a best-seller about those troubled 
days, and | well remember his reply to a cable from his 
London Office asking for a prisoner count up to date on 
both sides. He said, "Your so-and-so today NO (rpt) NO 
prisoners to date. Abyssinians don't surrender and having 
no rations supplied, they eat all Italian prisoners''. Since 
he had just spent some weeks in the field with the Abyssin- 
ian Army, | believed him, but I don't suppose that they did 
so in London. 


At about this time, it became apparent that no one was 
going to help the unfortunate Abyssinians in any practical 
manner, and shortly orders came to evacuate all British 
personnel - by air it said, rather ignoring the almost non- 
existant airfield facilities. We all set to, and cleared a 
desert strip of the larger rocks, and the nurses sewed to- 
gether a windsock from spare sheets which, mounted on one 
of my spare aerial poles, looked quite professional. For- 
tunately the wireless operator in the lead aircraft from 
the troop-carrier squadron near Cairo was a ham (whose call 
sign, like mine at the time, was a rather unofficial ''SUI), 
and through him, we soon fixed up an acceptable scheme for 
getting the people and equipment out of there. 


There seem to my mind to be two points to this story: 


1. The cheapest, quickest, most efficient way to 
prevent a local conflagration from escalating 
into a major war is to get in there quickly 
and knock the hell out of the aggressor. 


2. If your grand-kids want to operate ham-radio 
from their tree-house, there is nothing 
against it. Same thing if Mamma throws you 
and the radio out of the house.

AMATEUR RADIO, SUPER HOBBY!, Vince Luciani, K2VJ, Cologne 
Press, Cologne N.J., 1980, 139 pp, numerous illustrations. 
This is the pre-primer for amateur radio, We have seen all 
the books for the post-infection era--that is to say from 
the "So you want to be a ham,.." to phases of amateur radio 
so esoteric that nobody outside the specialty even knows 
what the author is writing about. If you believe in re- 
cruiting for the amateur service--and some do and some don't 
--this is where it commences. 


The book describes our hobby in general terms. It doesn't 
tell you how to build anything. It does tell, in an in- 
direct fashion, considerable about the mental makeup that 
makes a ham a ham. It certainly clearly describes the 
activities in which the candidate will find himself involv- 
ed if he elects to become one of us. It does tell the 
price which the candidate will have to pay in study and 
elsewhere to achieve this. 


The book contains numerous biographical sketches of dis- 
tinguished radio amateurs. If the one about WD@DVX who was 
licenssed at the age 4--he would be 5 on the 30th of the 
same month--doesn't knock the spots out of the "It's too 
difficult for me" syndrome, nothing will, 


Writing style: light, crammed with humor and encouragement. 
The anecdote on page 13 wherein the author quite success- 
fully attempts to convey the nature of mind and personality 
which I believe is a far better index of a true radio ama- 
teur than possession of an. FCC license, alone would be 
worth the price of the book to me. 


For what age group? All ages for sure. I believe that for 
the average child, perhaps age 10 would gain complete under- 
standing. Some will be younger and some older, of course. 
On the other hand, QCWA members can read it too, If anyone 
can't enjoy it, he's too old for QCWA. 


Propaganda? You bet, and darned effective too. 


Any faults? Yes, but it's my nature to find something 

wrong with almost everything and this one is purely person- 
al. In the fine chapter on DX, Mr. Luciani writes, "With- 
out doubt, the royalty of amateur radio contesting is the 
noble pursuit of DX:....''. Matter of opinion, Vince, O.M., 
if this is the royalty, I'm firmly enlisted with the pre- 
tender to the throne. DXing is assuredly among the most 
popular, for for me, it didn't hold a candle to the Frequen- 
cy Measuring Tests and I think some might put up quite an 
argument for Field Day or the SS. 


But these are very minor points indeed. If you wish to 
arouse an interest in amateur radio in anyone, this is the 
best bet I've seen,
